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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 10-28-2003 was considered by 
the examiner. 

Drawings 

3. The formal drawings are approved by the examiner. 

Title 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claims 1-21 recite an image forming process but does not recite image forming 
steps. These claims are also indefinite because they recite a belt fixing and smoothing apparatus 
comprising an electrophotographic print having a predetermined curl range but does not recite 
means to create this curl. Claims 17-18 recites an image forming apparatus but does not recite 
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image forming means. Claims 19-21 recite just an electrophotographic print having a 
predetermined curl and no means whatsoever. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1-2 and 5-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Tani et 
al. (2004/0086307A1). The image forming process by Tani et al. teaches a belt fixing and 
smoothing apparatus comprising a hot pressing member, a belt member, a cooling device, a 
cooling releasing section, wherein an amount of curling of the print satisfies a predetermined 
condition. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Prior Art 

9. The prior art made of record and not rehed upon is considered pertinent to apphcant's 
disclosure. Tani et al (2004/0 146325A1); Ueda et al. (5,250,998); and Yamashita et al. 
(5,933,694) teach pertinent prior art.
